ill which it stays until it is so ncarl,\ 
evaporated that the remaining brin« 
is about 60 per cent, salt and about 
-III per cent water, and where the _ 
sum, magnesium and other foreign an! 
staucea are deposited, ao that when the 
brine is drawn off into the crystalli2 
ing pouds, or "vata," aa they are 
called, it is rid of moat of ita impuri 
tioa. 

In th« bottom of theae vata most of 
the aalt in the brine thea gathers in 
tho ahape of crystals, when the>rater 
ia pumped out, bei^ig replaeed bv fresh 
brine. The operation is repeated agniu 
and again aatU the layor of salt is 
about tea iaekat tkiek, whea it is 
broken ap aad takea to the waakar. 
Here it la forced throagk water which 
is too salty to diaeolve any of it, but 
which cleans it thoroughly. The salt 
i* then taken up In wire baskets, 
apraye<l with fresh water and passed 
to a convevor, by which it is dumped 
on the stack. It is atill "commercial" 
salt, however, and good only for tan- 
ning, pickliag, freeaiag ice eream and 
the like.
